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AFTER HOUSTON 

Update 9 DEDICATED TO NWC VOLUNTEERS February , 1978 

After Houston, what? The National Commission is working 
to assure that our Conference is followed up with action 
in Washington and the States to build on the great spirit 
and unity that emerged from our historic meeting. Here 
is a rundown on what it has been doing: 

-- It is setting up the Continuing Committee of the 
Conference mandated at Houston and is looking into pos- 
sible new sources of Federal funding to carry out the 
committee's function of monitoring the National Plan of 
Action as well as planning another conference to assess 
our progress. 

-- It has urged chairs of the State delegations and 
coordinating committees to convene groups in their States 
consisting of elected delegates, del egates-at-1 arge and 
members of the coordinating committees to map out acti- 
vities for implementation of the NPA . Many States have 
already set to work. (See SPOT-CHECK, page 2). 

-- In Washington, IWY and Congressional staff women 
are moving ahead on analysis of legislation that relates 
to the Plan. A Carter Domestic Policy Council spokes- 
woman met with IWY staff representatives and said the 
Council staff would analyze the Plan with reference to its 
impact on government agencies and legislation. 

-- IWY Commissioners met at the White House January 31 
with Midge Costanza and leading women in the Administration 
to develop additional plans for implementing the NPA. A 
large-scale meeting with women in the Carter Administration 
is also being planned. 

-- The NPA has been published in a pocket-sized brochure 
which is being mailed to all delegates. 

-- The NWC final report Is now being prepared for formal 
presentation to the President and Congress before the end 
of March. It will be a profusely illustrated 220-page 
book, which will be mailed to all delegates. Additional 
copies will be available through the Superintendent of Doc- 
uments, U.S. Government Printing Office, Washington, D.C. 
20402.

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KENTUCKY -- Most efforts are being funnel ed throuc, 
the Kentucky Women's Agenda . A January press conferenv 
in the State library formally opened a file of materials 
on Kentucky women . Also introduced was the book , Ken - 
tucky Women Remembered , a direct outgrowth of the State 
IWY meeting. Four issues from the PI an of Action have 
been drafted into legislation currently before the State 
legi si ature , including a displaced homemakers bill . 

LOUISIANA -- A third follow-up conference to the State 
meeting will be a spring hearing on Women and the Law 
for legislators, public officials and the public. Women 
and men wi 1 1 testi fy on thei r citizen experiences in the 
courts . Two other conferences have resul ted from requests 
at the State meeting, one on Native Ameri can Women and 
one on Battered Women . 

MAINE -- The coordi nati ng committee and the del egati on 
held a joint meeting in December for government officials 
and people who had attended the State meeti ng . The group 
revi ewed slides and v i deotapes of the NWC . 

MARYLAND -- Delegates met with the Governor 1 s staff 
to revi ew the Nati onal Plan of Action pri or to Houston . 

After the NWC , del egates met with the Commi ss ion for Wo- 
men and a coal i ti on of groups interested in 1 egisl ation . 

MASSACHUSETTS -- The del egati on chair met with the 
Governor to review important parts of the Plan of Ac ti on . 

A new combi nati on commi ttee -- the Massachusetts Imple- 
mentation Commi ttee -- is being formed . Del egates have 
set up a telephone network for quick lobbying on State 
legislative action. As part of a coal i ti on , they have 
filed wi th the 1 egi si ature a package of bills deal i ng 
with battered women . 

MINNESOTA -- The delegation told the Governor that he 
can best demonstrate hi s support for women ' s rights by 
vetoing any bill that would prohibit use of public funds 
for abortion. They also urged him to prevent State employes 
from making State- funded trips to meetings in any of the 
15 States that have not ratif i ed ERA . Delegates organi zed 
a car caravan from the Twin Ci ti es to Wi Umar to support 
the strike by eight f ema 1 e bank empl oyes who contend that 
the bank discriminates on the basis of sex in its wage , 
hiring and promotion practices. The Governor has appointed 
women to the Public Service Commi ssion , the State Univer- 
sity Board and to the Ramsey County Municipal Court , w h i h 
now includes the first woman as its youngest member.

### 
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RUNDOWN ON NATIONAL PLAN OF ACTION RESOLUTIONS IN HOUSTON 

These proposed resolutions were passed unchanged, by 
the NWC: (Full text appears in the proposed National 
Plan of Action developed by the State meetings ) . 

Arts and Humanities, Battered Women , Business, Child 
Abuse , Child Care , Credit (unanimous ) , Equal Rights 
Amendment , Elective and Appointiv.e Office, Empl oyment , 
Health, Homemakers , Insurance , I n ternati ona 1 , Medi a , 

Women Offenders , Reproductive Freedom , Sexual Preference 
and Statistics. 

Amended and substi tute resolutions were as foil ows : 

DISABLED WOMEN -- A substi tute resolution (proposed 
by Eunice Fi ori ta qf New York City) emphasi zes access 
to education , training and empl oyment for handicapped 
women ; avai 1 abl e services and funds to make i ndependent 
living a real i ty ; the right of disabled women to have 
and keep thei r chi 1 dren ; hea 1 th training and research 
programs ; Medicaid and Medicare coverage of s u p p 1 i e s need- 
ed by disabled women ; and clarification of National Plan 
of Action wordings so that the term "bilingual" i ncl udes 
sign language and interpreters for the deaf , and the terms 
"barriers against women " and "access" i ncl ude architec- 
tural and communications barriers. 

EDUCATION -- Two amendments were added ; one proposed 
by Amy Swerdl ow , at-large del egate from New York , urged 
the i ntegrati on of Women 1 s Studies in the curri cul urn of 
State school systems; the other , proposed by Faith May- 
hew of Oregon , urged an end to race stereotyping in State 
school systems , and called for non-racist counsel i ng at 
every 1 evel of education. 

MINORITY WOMEN -- A substitute resol ution , developed 
by the Mi nori ty Women's Task Force of the Mi nori ty Women's 
Caucus was approved. 

Maxine Waters , Cal i f orni a del egate , read the open i ng 
section , which urged government acti on to remedy probl ems 
related to involuntary sterilization, mono-lingual edu- 
cation and services, high infant and maternal mortality 
rates, bias toward minority women's children, confinement 
to ghettoized housing, culturally biased educational, 
psychological and employment testing, failure to enforce 
affirmative action and special admission programs, com- 
bined sex and race bias in insurance, and failure to 
gather statistical data based on both sex and race. 

Billie Masters, California delegate-at-large, read the 
American Indi an-Al aska Native Women section asking a Fed- 
eral guarantee that tribal rights, treaties and Congres- 
sional acts protect trust status. 
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Congress shoul d extend the 1972 Indian Education Act, 
maintain base -funding for education and improve Indian 
Health Service care, forbid removal of children from 

their families and assure a full share in federal pro- 
grams . 

Mariko Tse , California delegate, presented the Asian

language and culture barriers, sweatshop work condi - 
f°ii S c W1 ^h high health hazards, problems faced by wives 
of U . S . servicemen, and discrimination against immi- 
grants seeking licensing, accreditation or federally- 
funded servi c e s . 

|ji span i c Women 1 s section , read by Sandy Serrano 
Sewel 1 , Ca 1 i f o ni a delegate-at-large, urged an end to 
deportati on ° -f mothers of American-born children. In 
addition, the resolution requests legislation permitting 
parents to remain with their children, improving cit- 
izenship procedures, and providing federal minimum 
wage, collect i y e bargaining rights, adequate housing 
ana bi lingual /bicultural social servi ces for mi grant 
farm working women. Hispanic American media should no 
longer be classified as "foreign press" (a category which 
prevents equa 1 access to major national events), and the 
rederal Communications Commission should act to provide 
Hispanic pecspl e an ^ equal opportunity to acquire radio 
or television stations as well as trai n i ng and hiring 
opportunities in Spanish-language programming. 

Commissioner Coretta Scott King read the resolution 
supporting B 1 ack women , urging enforcement of all affir- 
mative action programs in education, and action to relieve 
the high unem p 1 oyment of Black teenage women , the need 
for low and moderate income housing, and the problems of 
children in need of parents.-" Enforcement of fair hous- 
es laws and attention to the Black Women's Plan of Ac- 
tion were also requested. 

OLDER WOM EN -- A substitute resolution, proposed by 
El i zabeth We 1 ch of North Carolina, was passed. Among the 
health and social services recommended are: integrated 
housing, public transportation, continuing education pro- 
grams, preventive and remedial health care, geriatric 
training for health care personnel, displaced homemakers 
programs, older women in policy-making positions, and 
elimination o-T Present inequities in Social Security leg- 
islation. The addition proposed by Faire Edwards of 
Vermont, that mandatory retirement be phased out, was 
al so approved - ’ 
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RAP E -- The resolution was amended by Virginia 
Apuzzo, New York del egate , to disallow under any cir - 
cumstances the i ntroducti on of the victim's past sexual 
conduct as evidence. 

RURAL WOMEN -- The resolution was amended in two 
parts to be attached to the end of the version printed 
in the Plan of Action. Lorna Bourg, Louisiana, intro- 
duced the first section : "The President should appoint 
a joint committee from the Departments of Labor , Agri - 
culture and Justice to investigate the Louisiana sugar 
cane pi an tat i on system 1 s violations of human rights, 
especial ly among women . This committee should also 
investigate the violations of human rights of other 
seasonal migrant farm workers throughout the Uni ted 
States and its terri tories . " 

Rowena Gamble, Kansas , introduced the second section , 
which reads : "All programs devel oped on behalf of rural 
women shoul d be certai n to include Blacks, migrants. 

Native Americans , A1 askans , Asians and HispanicS and 
al 1 i sol ated minorities. . .Affirmative action programs 
(shoul d ) be extended to include these di senfranchi sed 
groups . " 

WELFARE -- The substitute amendment proposed by 
Christine Marston , Washington State ; Beulah Sanders , 

New York; and Frankie Jeter , Pennsyl vani a ; was adopted . 

As stated , the Federal and State governments should 
assume a ro 1 e in focusing on wel fare and poverty as major 
women's issues. Al ong with major improvements of the 
wel fare system , other recommended reforms include im- 
provements in employment, social security, and reti rement 
systems ; universal mi nimum wage ; non- tradi ti onal job 
opportuni ti es ; quality child car e ; comprehensive health 
insurance; and 1 egal services. Oppos i ti on was expressed 
to the "Carter Administration proposal for wel fare re- 
form" (HR 9030 ) . The resolution further states that 
any wel fare reform program must be developed in on- 
going consultation with those affected . 

WOMEN'S DEPARTMENT -- The Women ' s Department reso- 
1 uti on was rejected. The NWC next passed a resolution 
establishing a Commi ttee of the Conference to assess 
progress made on resolutions of the 1977 conference. Com- 
mittee members would represent diverse ages and racial, 
ethnic, religious, economic, social and geographic back- 
grounds, and they would be nominated by delegates and 
selected by the National Commission. The President was 
asked to issue an Executive Order creating a commission 
to carry out the Plan of Action recommendations, and 
both the President and Congress were asked to provide 
sufficient funds.

Congress designated the National Iwy Commi s s i on as 
sponsor for the 56 State and Territorial Women's 
Meetings leading up to the National Women's Conference 
held November 18-21 in Houston. This newssheet is a 
follow-up report on that conference. 

### 
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INTERNATIQNAL ITEMS 

Eighty -three women from 56 countries came to the 
NWC with the cooperation of several organizations, 
including the U.S. Department of State, the U.S. 
National Commission for the United Nations Educational , 
Sci enti f i c and Cul tural Organization (UNESCO), the 
UNESCO itself, the African-American Labor Center, 
the Asia Foundation and the German Marshall fund 
countri es . 

Twenty-three women leaders from 22 countries visited 
Houston as part of a 30-day multi -regional program 
on Improving the Status of Women, sponsored by the 
State Department's Bureau of Educational and Cultural 
n c 1 « S " an all-day conference sponsored by the 
U.S. Agency for International Development, they 
talked about their shared struggles for equal rights . 

An additional 1 6 women from Lati n America were also 
brought to Houston by the State Department. 

The United Nations Commission on the Status of 
Women will meet March 18-20 to prepare for the 1980 
Mid-Decade for Women Conference, tentatively set for 
two weeks in May 1980 in Teheran, Iran. For further

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SENECA FALLS SOUTH 

Thousands passed through Seneca Falls South, the 
public assembly area of the NWC , from Fri day night 
throughout Sunday . The gather i ng spot in the Albert 
Thomas Convention Center featured four major compo- 
nents : the State , the ARTSPACE , the Women's Studies 
and Library Area and Be Yoursel f space . 

Seneca Falls Stage featured 34 hours of programming 
over the two and one-hal f days , which ran the gamut 
from dramati c readi ngs to soapbox oratory to concerts . 
ARTSPACE provided a two-day program of visual arts 
representi ng the work of women artists from all over 
the country . The Women 1 s Studi es and Li bra ry Area 
concentrated on 25 wel 1 -attended di scussi ons deal i ng 
with women ' s history. The Be Yoursel f space al 1 owed 
women to rel ax and enjoy themsel ves at any hour of 
the day or evening in cozy surroundi ngs furnished 
with a huge , fuzzy carpet , beanbag chairs, f 1 owers 
and television. 

### 

EXHIBITS REPORT 

The exhibit hall official ly opened to the public at 
1 p.m. Fri day , November 1 8 when torch runners finished 
the last 1 eg of the "Women on the Move" marathon by 
racing past the 231 exhibit booths enroute to Seneca 
Falls South . 

Exhibits occupied two- thi rds of the hall, with the 
last third reserved for a concession area filled with 
large round red-ski rted tables . Here Conference-goers -- 
and Houston officials estimated that approximately 
20 , 000 people visited the exhibi ts daily during the 
weekend -- coul d eat hot meals, homemade fudge , yogurt 
cones and just rel ax. 

The exhibit hall was transformed from a cement floor, 
high-ceiling hall two footbal 1 f i el ds long into a 
colorful arena . Over 45 State coordinati ng commi ttees 
were represented ; approximately 22 U.S. Government 
agencies; 80 women's and non-profit organizations ; over 
4 0 women-owned and run sma 1 1 businesses ; seven commer- 
cial booths ; and seven labor unions .

NWC ATTRACTS DIVERSE PRESS COVERAGE 

Nearly 1,500 reporters registered for the NWC. 
Journalists came from the major wire services, all 
major daily newspapers, including the New York Time s , 
the Washington Post , the Chicago Tribune and the 
kps Angeles Times , as well as from smaller weeklies. 

Also represented were community radio stations and 
feminist pub! i cations. 

Each major commercial network sent a team of re- 
porters and crews. ABC's "Good Morning America," 
with David Hartman and Sandy Hill, originated live 
from the top of the Hyatt Regency Hotel on Friday. 

Tom Brokaw of NBC's "Today" conducted interviews with 
delegates and observers throughout the weekend. CBS 
filed daily reports. 

The Public Broadcasting System televised an hour- 
long wrap-up of the Conference that was seen nationally.
